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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments have been fully considered but 
they are not pursuasive. The Applicant argues prior art reference Poduska adjusts pixel intensity values and not pixel placement values 
and dither signal with a dimensional component value, i.e., the x or y pixel location value. This has been addressed in the office action 
filed December 19, 2003. Furthermore, the claim recites "dither signal with a dimensional component value of each data point", the 
limitation is broad enough to include the intensity values (with x,y coordinate associated) disclosed by Poduska since intensity values can 
be considered as data values (lines 1-4 of abstract, lines 61-67 of column 6 and lines 1-21 of column 7).
